While X am appreciate your notlvatlon In roquootlag 
permission to review sextain FBI files, oo aa to develop o written . - 
auppleMot to your feastlnony, X wuat decline pe mission for oueh n 
review at this tlm. The Cowlttes haa assured as that wa will ha 
afforded an opportunity to revise Its report prior to publication. 

At that Una, hopefully, wo will ho able to clarify wielntarp rotations 
of peat Bureau efforts, should any arlaa.

vant data, accurate perspective by the Committee 
may be impossible. It simply broadens the baas for 
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compounding the Committee's wlaunderatanding, which

Our response, once ag in, stated flatly that 
It would not be possible for the Bureau to secede to such 
a request since it would be impossible for Af*nts to review 
sufficient material to cover the broad range of Committee 
Inquiry. We pointed out that the Bureau has made voluminous 
reports and other documents available to the Comaittee. which 
it nmy certainly utilize to refresh Agents' memories, if 
It so desires. If we were now to except you for an 

r * vie y files for the purpose you stated 
the HSCA would then be in a position to ask that we do so 
with many other Agents. 

As a matter of fact, the reports relating to 
2*a*i?if nd 3 h ® Play for 0111)11 Committee made by you 

and Milton Kaack have been made available to the HSCA. 
Although we cannot be certain the Conmittee has reviewed 
them in detail, our records do show that th w have been made 
available to the Committee and were eontalned in volumes 
vhleh were, in fact, reviewed by Committee representatives, ,
